THE CALVARY WITH A CARTHUSIAN MONK vras painted by the Frenchman Joan de 
Beaumetz, active from 1361 until his death in 1396. Do Beauaetz was court painter 
of Duke Charles the Bold of Burgundy and v;as coBmi-ssionod to paint this tempera 
panel around 1390-1395. The panel, measuring 22-1/4” x 17-15/16”, was originally 
intended for the cells of one of the 26 monks of the Chartreuse de Champmol at 
Dijon. With the other sole remaining eKaaplo now in the Chalandon Collection, 
France, it escaped the destruction of the French Revolution and is to be 
numbered among that rare and unique group of Fraach panels of the late XXV 
century eoctant today.
